Unexpected cold weather, over- 
cart skies.

to 13. It was the fourth and last of 
the Kenturky-Tulane series. 

The defeat at the hands of Tu- 
lane was bitter medicine for the 
Wildcats to take, because statistics 
showed that Ohet Wynne's boys had 
outplayed the Greenies through- 
out the entire 60 minutes It was 
the sixth time that the New Or- 
leans team has defeated the Ken- 
tucklans. The two schools started 
their football relations back in 1907. 
They met again on the gridiron in 
1910. In 1932 a four-year contract 
was signed, and last Saturday's 
battle terminated this agreement. 

The Wildcats were off In a gale 
as the game opened with Langan 
Hay going around end for 23 yards. 
Ayers came back with another end 
run for a gain of seven yards, and 
Davis starting around end and then 
cutting back through tackle went 
to Tulane's 13-yard marker.

An integral pan of eveiv institution of higher 
learning is iis family, and all recognition of dis- 
tinction gained In the professors tends to laise 
the rating of ihfl institution to a higher plane. 
The Univcrsits of Kentucky has always lieen 
proud of its faculty, and this pride was well- 
founded as is shown hv the recognition awarded 
1'iof. C. A. Lampert hv the National Socieiv of 
Arts and Scient es. 

The society, whiih was founded iir 1883 b\ 
Herbert Spent ei. tallies out its program eaih 
sear with the assistance of regents, who are out 
standing authorities in their respective fields. 
The work of Professor Lampert has been rSCOf 
ni/ed as a public service and also extremely b*» 
efieial to the advaiuement of the arts, which is 
the primary p urpO Et of the society. 

Profcssot I ■■pill as head of the music de- 
partment, carries on many phases of the work, 
but that which won him the recognition by the 
society was his work with the orchestra, com- 
posed of students and townspeople which it 
hearses regular!} twice a week and gives fieipicnt 
concerts at Memorial hall.

Many learned men have in recent years de- 
voted a great deal of labor to comprehensive 
studies of the American collegiate education.

from time to time with their conclusions as to 
the value of i he four-year curricula to the stu- 
dents in terms of preparation for lilt 

Dr. William Leonard, who directed the six 
year Pennsylvania study for the Carnegie Foun- 
dation, has summarized very briefly and thought 
provokingly his conclusion arrived at as a result 
of this impartial KTUtiny into the advance ol 
higher education. 

"American education," says Dr. I-conard, "is 
administered in isolated packages of ipedfil 
ideas, segregated for the time being in self-con- 
tained 'courses.' elected semester-wise and cut 
olf by examinations and 'credits' from anv other 
living thing." 

While his viewpoint may seem harsh to the 
graduate successful in terms of happiness as well 
Ml financial gain, itjnust appeal to that hoide ol 
lalumni who have ho jobs and to those others, 
equally numerous, who have not meshed well 
with life although "success" has come their way. 
No. the American educational system has not 
failed, but it has placed extessive emphasis on 
the attainment of material gain to the neglect 
of those cultural virtues, including the develop 
ment of a good social consciousness, that go to 
make life really worthwhile.-T/if Barometer, 
Oiegon State College. 



f HE SITUATION IN SMALL COLLEGES 

When individuals appeal to the nation for in 
creased sup|>oii ol the fiOO-odd small liberal tot- 
leges in the country, characterising them as the 
seed beds of leadership and "among the pi in 
cipal sources of high thaiattei and nohle ideals 
without which any purely economic system 
would collapse," thev voice opinion in which 
leading impartial educators strongly concur. 

The small liberal arts colleges have usually 
had to InMl a road of thorns and obstacles 
Their endowments at best have been meagei. 
They possess only one-fourth of the tapital funds 
behind all highei educational institutions, huge 
and small, in the United Stales, and they intlutle 
in their cloistcis one-halt of the students. While- 
large univeisiiies have been spending huge sums 
in extravagantly beautifying and enlaiging theii 
physical aspects, the small colleges have taiiied 
on with scant funds that do not even suffice to 
pay their faculties fail salaiies. The pit sent i* 
nod of economic depiession has further multi- 
plied the difficulties which in general beset these 
smaller institutions 

Distinctly Ameiicau in naiuie, the small lib 
< ial arts college tiuly pla>s a most impoitant 
iole in the American educational system. Amid 
the growth of state-suppoited institutions and 
highly endowed universities, the siuallei college 
has held on as one of the strongholds of a tiuh 
tultuial education. The broad oppoi tunnies 
which it offeis for intimacy and for inc leased

U. S. EDUCATION DEPARTMENT 

Etubliihmeni oi a federal department of edu- 
cation, headed by a presidential cabinet member 
was declared the next imixutani step towards 
bettei education by Dr. Robert M. Hutchins. 
president of the University of Chicago, at a re- 
cent galheiing of educators in Providence, R. I. 

Doctor Hutchirrs scored the "neglect'" which 
education has suffered through so-called "econ- 
omy" programs of 'policitians, large taxpayers 
and cranks in general. He placed direct respon- 
sibility for national education on the federal gov- 
ernment. "Responsibility to equalize education- 
al opportunities in the nation's schools must be 
in the hands of the federal authorities," he said. 

Tour thousand New England educators agreed 
that a cabinet officer would have "forced" the na- 
tional government to give more attention to edu- 
cation in the last few years. They agreed that lo- 
cal and state budgets were cut out because it was 
easiei to do so than to "dislodge the txilititians 
who weie actually squaudei ing the public funds." 

The entire educational program is far fiom 
being in a unified state. Even in closely allied 
set tions of the countiy, methods go Irom one 
MtttJM to another. Staid old New England is 
particularly harassed by a lack of unified educa- 
tional standaids. Some stales even lack a stan- 
dard of education within their own boundaries. 
New York is singular in its stale "regents" sys- 
tem. 

No fcdeial supervision of educational mciht>ds 
and leathers themselves is provided for in any 
way. Agriculture, tommeice and labor are all 
imegial pails of the governing system. Is not 
education as impoitant as these?-4')'r<ituie Dairy 
Oiange.
